iia- been dull and depresseii. 

( iold e.\poi is have coiitiiiui'd, about 
V.,',iiii(i,(iOij ni'iie liavitig gone out this 
v.-eek. Imt it i-- th iiigut tlie closer and 
higher inone\ nnirket lie;eand the liright- 
lei prospi cts in the Argeiitin..' lU-^aililic 
will jirevent lurther siiipments for the 
present. The deidine in silver bullion 
since the treasury is>ued its iioijce 
of condiiioli on which otl'er- would be 
received, iiidicat' appreciation ol iiia 
bility to force upon the trea ury ,i Hcii- 
tioiis price, and thcre'ore retiders full 
df'ln eries (d' siher iukI isue^of note- 
more jiroba'ile. 

The iire>ent state of traile through- 
out the i-ouiitry app";irs saii-^etory for 
the season, and reports are .* lost uni- 
formly couficlent in tone. Unston notes 
little pre-eiit cliai'ge. but belief in great 
ai'^ivity in the fall wocl is more treely 
bought, sales reacbi'ig '\. i: l.noo jxninds, 
and further decline is not e.xp -i ted. Cot- 
ton goods move fairly, and the susjien- 
sion in print cloth works is having the 
desired effect. The market for hides, 
leather, aiicl bouts and shoeK is buoyant, 
and further advaiu'e in jirices is ex- 
pected. 

Chicago letKjrts smaller receipts than 
last -year of wheat, Hour and corn, a 
heavy decrease in -heese, but a much 
larger movement of cattle and of hogs 
because of failure as to the corn crop. 
Wool recei]its fall off a third and hides 
a quarter, while sales of dry goods and 
clothing are larger than last year, with 
prompt collections. St. Louis notes 
strong trade in Jiearly all lines, Kansas 
Citv a fair tr.ide for the season, (Jmaha 
and St. Paul a goixl trade, aud .Mil- 
wauke*' improvement. .Vt .Minneapolis 
the lumber demand i.i good, and Hour 
strong; at Detroit trade is eiiual to last 
year's and at Cle\el,iiid satisfactory 
(ilass and coal are inactive at Pitts- 
burg, but iron stronger. 

The Clop outlook is on the whole less 
promising. Chicago rep..rts that hot and 
dry Weather is l utting down the vield, 
though complaint is not getieral. In 
other report-, lliere is e\iile;ice of the 
irregularity of conditions. S'. Paul and 
Hetroit note exc»dlent piospects. St. 
Louis reixirts corn sud'eriiig in the 
scmthwest, and Milwaul;ee great need 
for rain. In the south v.-iUey states too 
much rain threaten- i-ottou.

Iron o! e and jiigare inactive and weak 
at Cleveland, but in rather la-tter de- 
mand at Pittsburg, where the dem:ind 
for finished iron is excellent for the sea- 
son. The same i^ true of Philadelnhia. 
Plate aiiil structural mills are crowded, 
and pri( es tend tu rise, while there and 
at N'ew York aeinal quotations for pig 
iron seem weaker rather than stronger 
and southern No. 1 is iiuoted at i(;l7, and 
delivered in New Fnglatid at ^«17..>b. 
The i-.ipiier market is slow, with some 
lake solil at seventeen cents. Tin and 
lead are dull. 

The outlook depends largeh' upon the 
extetit i f injury to crops, the action of 
congress regarding duties, and the for- 
eign complications which affect the de- 
mand for gold. Resignation of Celm;in 
and the iormation of a le/w Argentine 
government, maj' stop demands for gold 
from that quarter and the banks of Kn- 
gland and France both gained in gold 
last wei-k, but domestic e.\(.orts of 
proilucts eiiiitiuue small and imp irts 
very largi', and it is still in. certain how 
far foreign selling of American securi- 
ties will go.

To a reporter he said that 
the rio! seemed to be a cra/e with the 
prisoners, and that an investigation 
would be made by the board of prison 
e iuiiii>-ioners in regard to the cases 
winch le I nji to the riot and the disci- 
pline and management of the insitn- 
tiou.
